District. Previously he^had been commander of the Kwangsi public security 
forces. 

5. YU Po (3- til' ) was director of the Supply and Service Command of the Kwangsi 
Military District, while HJ Ping-an ($> Ml# ) was deputy director of the 
District’s political department.
